DDJ,'  a  black  vigilante  gx-aup^  v/as  Xormed  in 
Jonesboro/ Louisiana ,  ostensibly  for  defe'hsive  purposes 
in  retaliation  for  Klan  acts  against  Negroes*     It  had  its 
beginning  during  a  period  of  racial  strife  in  the  bummer  of 
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1964  and  was  chartered  by  the  State  of 'Louisiana  in  June, 
1965.     It  soon  had  a  membership  of  seve'ral  hundred,  primarily 
in  Louisiana. 

DDJ  has  become  rejUtiyely  inactive  and  is  now  of 
little  or  no  significance.     Some  of  its  luembers  participate 
in  civil  rights  activities.    A  few  militant  activists  formerly 
affiliated  with  DDJ  have  become  associated  with  leaders 
6t  other  Negro  groups,  notably  the  Students  Nonviolent 
Coordinating  Committee  (SNCC)  and  the  Southern  Christian 
Leadership  Conference «
